EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Amendment to Rule 4 of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Trade Practice' Commission (Conh'tfpns of Service of 
Cbainnrm and Members) Rules, 1970 


The scale of pay and allowances of Central Government 
officers were revised unwards with effect from the 1st of 
January, 1996, on the implementation of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Fifth Central Pay Commission.

DENA BANK GENERAL REGULATIONS, 1998 

G.S.R 142.—In exercise of the powers confer' 
red by section 19 of the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 
1970, the Board of Directors of Dena Bank, after 
consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and 
with the previous sanction of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely :

CHAPTER-1 
INTRODUCTORY 

1. Short title and commencement— 

(i) These regulations may be called Dena 
Bank, General Regulations, 1998. 

(ii) These regulations shall come into force 
on the date of their publication in the 
official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless 
there is anything repugnant to the subject or con¬ 
text or meaning thereof— 

(a) “Act" means the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Under- 
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takings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970); 

(b) “Bank” means Dena Bank, constituted 
under section 3 of the Act; 

(c) “Board” means the Board of Directors 
constituted under section 9 of the Act; 

(d) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the 
Board; 

(e) “Co mm ittee” means a Committee as con¬ 
stituted by the Board; 

(f) “Executive Director” means the whole- 
time Director, not being the Managing 
Director; 

(g) “General Manager” means General 
Manager of the Bank; 

(h) "Management Committee" means a 
Committee constituted under Clause 13 
of die Scheme; 

(i) “Managing Director” means Managing 
Director of the Bank; 

(j) “Register” means the register of Share¬ 
holders kept in one or more books of the 
Bank and includes the register of Share¬ 
holders kept in Computer floppies or 
diskettes under sub-section (2G) of 
section 3 of the Act; 

(k) “Registrar” means die person appointed 
by the Bank for— 

(i) collecting applications from investors 
in respect of an issue; 

(ii) keeping a proper record of applications 
and monies received from investors or 
paid to the seller of the securities; and 

(iii) assisting the Bank in— 

(a) determining the basis of allotment 
of securities in consultation with the 
stock exchange, 

(b) finalising the list of persons entitled 
to allotment of securities, 

(c) processing and despatching allotment 
letters, refund orders or certificates 
and other related documents in res¬ 
pect of the issue, and 

(iv) such other function as assigned from 
time to time by the Bank; 

(1) “Schetne” 1 means the Nationalised Banks 
(Management and Miscellaneous Provi¬ 
sions) Scheme, 1970; 


(m) "Share” means share in the Share Capital 
of the Bank; 


(n) “Share transfer agent” includes— 

(i) aily person, who on behalf of the 
Bank maintains the records of holders 
or securities issued by the Bank and 
deals with all matters connected with 
the transfer and redemption of its 
securities, or 

(ii) a department or division (by whatever 
name called) of the Bank performing 
the activities referred in sub-clause (i). 

(o) Words and expression used in Chapter 
III and not defined in these Regulations 
but defined in the Depositories Act, 1996 
(Act 22 of 1996), shall have the meaning 
respectively assigned to them in the said 
Act. 

(p) Other expressions used and not defined 
in these regulations but used in the Act 
or the Scheme shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in the Act 
or the Scheme. 

CHAPTER II 

SHARE AND SHARE REGISTER 

3. Nature of shares.—The shares of the Dena 
Bank shall be movable property, transferable in the 
maimer provided under these regulations. 

4. Kinds of share capital— 

(i) Preference Share Capital means that part 
of share capital of tl e Dena Bank which 
fulfils both the following conditions 

(A) that as respects dividends, it carries a 
preferential right to be paid a fixed 
amount or an amount calculated at 
fixed rate, which riiay be either free of 
or subject to income tax, and 

(B) as respect capital, it carries or will carry, 

on winding upto repayment of capital, 
a preferential right to be repaid the 
amount of the capital paid-up or 
deemed to have been paid-up, whether 
or not there is preferential right to the 
payment of either or both of the follow¬ 
ing amounts, namely :— 

(a) any money remaining unpaid, in 
respect of the amounts specified in 
clause (A) upto the date of winding 
up or repayment of capital, and 

(b) any fixed premium or premium on 
any fixed scale, specified by the 
Board with the previous consent of 
the Central Government.

(ii) “Equity Share Capital’’ means all share 
capita], which is not preference share 
capital. 

(iii) The expressions “Preference Share’’ and 
“Equity Share’’ shall be construed 
accordingly. 

5. Particulars to be entered in the register— 

(i) A share register shall be kept, maintained 
and updated in accordance with sub¬ 
section 2(F) of section 3 of the Act, 

(ii) ]n addition to the particulars specified in 
sub-section 2(F) of Section 3 of the Act, 
such other particulars as the Board may 
specify phall be entered in the register, 

(iii) In the case of joint holders of any share, 
their names and other particulars required 
by sub-regulations (i) shall be grouped 
under the name of the first of such joint 
holders, 

(iv) Subject to the proviso of sub-section 
2(D) of Section 3 of the Act, a share¬ 
holder resident outside India may furnish 
to the Sank an address in India, and any 
such address shall be entered in the regis¬ 
ter and be deemed to be his registered 
address for the purpose of the Act and 
these regulations, 

(v) No notice of any trust, express implied or 

constructive, shall be entered on the re¬ 
gister or be receivable by the Bank. 

6. Control over shares and registers.—Subject to 
the'provisions of tin* Act and these regulations, and 
such directions as the Board may issue from time 
to time, the register shall be kept and maintained 
at the Head Office of the Bank and be under the 
control of the Board and the decision of the Board 
as to whether or not a person is entitled to be regis¬ 
tered as a shareholder in respect of any share shall 
be final. 

7. Parties who may not be registered as share¬ 
holders—- 

(i) Except as otherwise provided by these 
regulations, all persons who are not 
competent to contract shall not be entitled 
to be registered as a shareholder and the 
decision of the Board In this regard shall 
be conclusive and final. 

(ii) In case of firms, shares may be registered 
. in the names of the individual partners 

and no firm, as such, shall be entitled to 
be registered as a shareholder. 

8. Maintenance of share register in computer 
system, etc. : 

(i ) The particulars required to be entered m 
the share register under sub-section 2(F) 
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of section 3 of the Act, read with those 
mentioned in regulation 5, shall be 
maintained undo sub-section 2(G) of 
section 3 of the Act, in the form of data 
stored in magnetic (optical[magneto-opti¬ 
cal media by way of diskettes, floppies, 
cartridges or otherwise (hereinafter 
referred to as the “media”) in computers 
to be maintained at the Head Office and 
the back up at such location as may be 
decided from time to time by the Chair¬ 
man and Managing Director or any other 
official not below the rank of a General 
Manager designated in this behalf by the 
Chairman and Managing Director (here¬ 
inafter referred to as “the designated 
official”). 

(ii) Particulars required to be entered in the 
share register under Section 3(B) of the 
Act read with Section 11 of the Deposi¬ 
tories Act, 1996 shall be maintained in 
the electronic form in the manner and in 
the form as prescribed therein. 

9. Safeguards for protection of computer system : 

(i) The aecess to the system set out in Regu¬ 
lation 8(i) in which data is stored shall 
be restricted to such persons including 
Registrars to an issue and/or share 
transfer agents as may be authorised in 
this behalf by the Chairman and Manag¬ 
ing Director or the designated official and 
the passwords if any, and/or the electronic 
security control systems shall be kept 
confidential under the custody of the said 
persons. 

(ii) The access by the authorised persons shall 
be recorded -in logs by the computer 
system and such logs shall be preserved 
with the officials/persons designated in 
this behalf by the Chairman and Manag¬ 
ing Director or the 1 designated official. 

(iii) Copies of the back-ups shall be taken on 
removable media at interval! as may bS 
specified from time to time by the Chair¬ 
man and Managing Director or the 
designated official, incorporating the 
changes made in the register of share¬ 
holders. A (least one of these copies should 
be stored in a location other than the 
premises in which processing is being 
done. This copy shall be stored in a 
fire-proof environment with locking 
arrangement and at the requisite tem¬ 
perature. The access to the back-ups in 
both the locations shall be restricted to 
persons authorised in this behalf hv the 
Chairman and Managing Director or the 
designated official. The persons so autho¬ 
rised shall record the access in a manual 
register kept at the location. 
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(ivj It shall be the duty' of the authorised 
persons to compare the data on the back¬ 
ups with that on the computer system by 
using appropriate software to ensure 
correctness of the back-up. The result 
of this operation' shall b'T r&corded in the 
register maintained for the purpose. 

(v) It shall be competent for the Chairman 


13. Share Certificates.— 

(i> Each share certificate shall bear share 
certificate number, a distinctive number, 
the number of shares in respect of which 
it is issued and the name of the share¬ 
holder to whom it is issued and it shall 
be in such form as may be specified by 
the Board.

Sharp Certificates 
so signed shall be valid and binding not¬ 
withstanding that, before the issue thereof, 
any person whose signature appears there¬ 
on may have ceased to be a person 
authorised to sign share certificates on 
behalf of the Bank.

12. Closing of the register,—The Bank may, 
after qivinft not less than seven days previous notice 
bv advertisement in etleast two newspapers circula¬ 
ting in India, close the register of shareholders for 
anv period or periods not exc<*ediny in the aggre¬ 
gate forty-five days in each year, but not exceeding 
thirty dayS at any one time as shall, in its opinion, 
be necessary, 


14. Issue of share certificates: 

(i) While issuing share certificates to any 
shareholder, it shall be competent for the 
Board to issue the certificates on the basis 
of one certificate for every’ hundred shares 
or multiples thereof registered in his name 
on any one occasion and (me additional 
share certificate for the number of shares 
in excess thereof but which are less than 
hundred. 

(ii) If the number of shares to be registered 
is less than hundred, one certificate shall 
be issued for all the shares. 

(in) To respect of any share or shares held 
jointly, by several persons, (he bank shall 
not be bound to issue more than one 
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a share to one of several joint holders if any to. the Transferee for resubmis-

15. Renewal of share certificates: 

(i) If any share certificate is worn out or 
defaced, the Board or the Committee 
designated by it on production of such 
certificate may order the same to be 
cancelled and have a new certificate issued 
in lieu thereof. 


(a) The instrument of transfer is presented 
to the Bank, duly stamped and pro¬ 
perly executed for registration and is 
accompanied by the certificate of the 
shares to which it relates and such 
other evidence as the Board may re¬ 
quire to show the title of the trans¬ 
feror to make such transfer. 


(ii) If any share certificate is alleged to be lost 
or destroyed, the Board or the Committee 
designated by it on such indemnity with 
or without surety as the Board or the 
Committee thinks fit, and on publication 
in two newspapers and on payment to 
the Bank of its costs, charges and expen¬ 
ses, a duplicate certificate in lieu thereof 
may be given to the person entitled to 
such lost or destroyed certificate. 

16, Consolidation and sub-division of shares.— 
On a written application made by the share¬ 
holder (s), the Board or the Committee designated 
by it may consolidate or sub-divide the shares sub¬ 
mitted to it for consolidation/sub-division as the 
case may be and issue a new certificate(s) in lieu 
thereof on payment to the Bank of its costs, charges 
and expenses of and incidental to the matter. 


(b) The Registrar is satisfied that the 
transferee is qualified to be registered 
as a shareholder of the Bank in res¬ 
pect of the shares covered by the ins¬ 
trument of transfer. 

fc) The Board or the Committee desig¬ 
nated by the Board shall unless it 
declines to register the transfer under 
Regulation No. 19 hereinafter cause 
the transfer to be registered. 

18. Power to suspend transfers,,—The Board or 
the Committee designated by the Board shall not 
register any transfer during any period in which the 
register is closed. 

19. Board’s right to refuse registration of trans¬ 
fer of shares 


17. Transfer of shares : 

(i) Every transfer of the shares of the 
Bank shall be by an instrument of 
transfer in Form ‘A’ annexed hereto 
or in such other form as may be 
approved by the Bank from time to 
time, and shall be duly stamped, dated 
and executed by or on behalf of the trans¬ 
feror and the transferee alongwith the 
relative share certificate. 

(ii) The instrument of transfer alongwith the 
share certificate shall be submitted to the 
Bank at its Head Office and the transfe¬ 
ror shall be deemed to remain the 
holder of such shares until the name of 
the transferee is entered in the share 
register in respect thereof. 

(hi) Upon receipt by the Bank of an instru¬ 
ment of transfer alongwith a share certi¬ 
ficate with a request to register the trans¬ 
fer, the Board or the Committee desig¬ 
nated by the Board shall forward the 
said instrument of transfer alongwith 
share certificate to the. Registrar and/or 
ShaTe Transfer Agent for the purposes 
of verification that the technical require¬ 
ments are complied with in their entirety. 
The Registrar and/or Share Transfer 
. Agent shall return the instrument of 


(i) The Board may refuse transfer of any 
shares in the name of the transferee on 
any one or more of the following grounds, 
and on no other grounds:— 

(a) the transfer of shares is in contraven¬ 
tion of the provisions of the Act or 
regulations made thereunder or any 
other law or that any other require¬ 
ment under the law ’’elating to re- 
gistration of such transfer has not 
been, complied with; 

(b) the transfer of shares, in the opinion 
of the Board, is prejudicial to the in¬ 
terests of the Bank or to public in¬ 
terest; 

(c) the transfer of shares, is prohibited by 
an order of Court, Tribunal or any 
other authority under any law for the 
time being in force. 

(d) an individual or company resident out¬ 
side Tndia or any company incorpo¬ 
rated under any law not in force in 
India- or any branch of such company 
whether resident outside India or not 
will on the transfer being allowed hold 
or acquire as -a result thereof, shares 
of the Bank and such investment in th# 
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aggregate will exceed the percentage 
being more than 20 per cent (Twenty) 
of the paid up capital or as may be 
specified by the Central Government 
by notification in Official Gazette. 

Provided however that the powers of 
refusal mentioned in sub-regulation 

(i) (c) above may be exercised by the 
Committee designated by the Board in 
this behalf. 

(ii) The Board shall, after the instrument of 
transfer of shares of the Bank is lodged 
with it for the purpose of registration of 
such transfer form its opinion as to 
whether such registration ought or 
ought not to be refused on any of the 
grounds referred to in dub-regulation 

(i)— 

(a) If it has formed the opinion that such 
registfation ought not to be so refused, 
effect such registration and; 

(b) If it has formed the opinion that such 
registration ought to be refused on any 
of the grounds mentioned in sub- 
regulation (i), intimate the Transferor 
and the Transferee by notice in writing 
within 60 days from the receipt of the 
Transfer Form. 

20. Transmission of shares in the event of 
death, insolvency etc. : 

(i) The executors or administrators of a 
deceased shareholder in respect of a share, 
or the holder of letter of prebate or letters 
of administration with or without the will 
annexed or a succession certificate issued 
under Part X of the Indian Succession 
Act, 1925, or the holder of any legal re¬ 
presentation or a person in whose favour 
a valid, instrument of transfer was exe¬ 
cuted by the deceased cole holder during 
the latter’s lifetime shall be the only 
person who may be recognised by the 
Bank as having any title to such share. 


(ii) In the case of shares registered in the 
name of two or more shareholders, the 
survivor or survivors and on the death 
of the last survivor, his executors or ad¬ 
ministrators or any person who is the 
holder of letters of probate or letters of 
administration with or without Will an¬ 
nexed or a succession certificate or any 
other legal representation in respect of 
such survivor’s interest in the share or a 
person in whose favour a valid instru-

ment of transfer of share wajs executed 
by such person and such last survivor 
during the latter’s lifetime, shall be the 
only person who may be recognised by 
Bank as having any title to such share. 

(iii) The Bank shall- not be bound to recognise 
such executors or administrators unless 
they shall have obtained probate or letters 
of admiinstratiun oi succession certificate, 
as the case may be, from a court of 
competent jurisdiction : 

Provided, however, that in a case 
where the Board in its discretion thinks 
fit, it shall be lawful for the Board to 
dispense with the production of letters 
of probate or letters of administration or 
succession certificate or such other legal 
representation, upon such terms as to 
indemnity or otherwise as it may think 
fit. 

(iv) Any such person becoming entitled to a 
share in consequence of death of a share¬ 
holder and any person becoming entitled 
to a share in consequence ot the insol¬ 
vency, bankruptcy or liquidation ot a 
shareholder shall upon production of 
such evidence, as the Board may require, 
have the right :— 

(a) to be registered as a shareholder in 
respect of such share, 

(b) to make such transfer of such share 
as the person from whom he derives 
title could have made. 

21. Shareholder ceasing to be qualified for 
registration :— r It shall be the - duty of any person 
registered as a shareholder, whether solely or jointly 
with another or others forthwith upon ceasing to 
be qualified to be registered in' respect of any share 
to give intimation thereof to the Board of Directors 
in this regard. 

22. Calls on shares.—-The Board may, from 
time to time, make such calls as it tlnnks fit upon 
the shareholders in respect of all moneys remaining 
unpaid on the shares held by them, which are by 
the conditions of allotment not made payable at 
fixed times, and each shareholder shall pay the 
amount of every call so made mi him to the person 
and at the time and place appointed by the Board. 
A call may be payable by instalments. 

23. Calls to date from resolution.—A call shall 
be deemed to have been made at the time when the 
resolution of the Board authorising such call was 
nassed and may be made payable by the sharehol¬ 
ders on the register on such date or at the discretion 
of the Board on such subsequent date as may be 
fixed by the Board. 

24. Notice of call,.—A notice of not less than 
thirty days of every call shall be given specifying 
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tin- time of pavmcnt provided that before the time 
for payment of such call the Hoard may by notice 
in writing ter the shareholders revoke the same. 

25. Extension of time tor payment of call—The 
Board may, from time to time and at its discretion, 
extend the time fixed for the payment of any call 
to- nil or atiiy of the shareholder; having regard to 
distance of their residence or some other sufficient 
cause, but no- shareholder shall be entitled to such 
extension as a matter of right. 

26. Liabilities of joint holders.—The joint hol¬ 
ders of a share shall be jointly and severally liable 
to pay all calls in respect thereof. 

27. Amount payable at lixcc! time or by instal¬ 
ments as call's.-—If by the terms of issue of any 
share or otherwise any amount is payable at any 
fixed time or by instalments at fixed times, every 
such amount or instalment shall be payable as if it 
were a call duly made by the Board and of which 
due notice had been given and all the previsions 
herein contained in respect of the calls shall relate 
to such amour* of instalments accordingly. 

28. When interest on call or instalment pay¬ 
able.—If the sum payable in respect of any call or 
instalment is not paid on or before the day appoin¬ 
ted for payment thereof, the holder for the time 
being or allottee of the share in respect of which a 
call shall have been made, or the instalment shall 
be due, shall pay interest on such sum at such rate 
as the Board may fix from time to time, from the 
day appointed for the payment thereof to Ihe time 
of actual payment, but tire Board may at its dis¬ 
cretion waive payment of such interest wholly or in 
part. 

29. Non-payiiieth of calls bv shareholder.—No 
sharehwier plwH be entitled to receive any dividend 
or to exercise any right ot a shareholder until he 
shall have paid all calls for the rune being due and 
payable on every' share held by him, whether singly 
or jointly with any person, together with interest 
tuid expenses, as may lie levied or charged. 

30. Notice on non-payment of call or instal¬ 
ment.—If any shareholder fails to pay the whole 
or any part of any call or instalment or any money 
due in respect of any shares either by way of princi¬ 
pal or interest on or heforc the day appointed for 
the payment of the same, the Bank may 
at any time thereafter dm mg such time as 
the call or instalment or any part thereof or other 
money* remain unpaid or a judgement or decree 
in respect thereof remains unsatisfied in whole or 
ip part, sefvc a notice on such shareholder or on 
the person (if any) entitled to the share by trans¬ 
lation, requiring him to pay such call or instal¬ 
ment or such part thereof or other moneys as re¬ 
main unpaid together with any interest that may 
have accrued and all expenses (legal or other¬ 


wise) that riiay have been " phid or incurred by 
the Bank by reason of such non payment. 

31. Notice of forfeiture.—The notice of forfei¬ 
ture shall name a day not being less than fourteen 
clays from the date of the notice and the place or 
places on and at which such call or instalment or 
such part or other monies and such interest and 
expenses as aforesaid are. to be paid. The notice 
shall also state that in the event of non-payment 
on or before the time and. at the place appointed, 
the share in respect of which the call was made or 
instalment is payable will be liable to be forfeited. 

32. Shares to be forfeited on default.—If the re¬ 
quirements of any such notice as aforesaid are not 
complied with, any of the shares in respect of 
which such notice has been given may at any time 
thereafter for non-payment of all calls or instal¬ 
ments. interest and expenses or the money due in 
respect thereof, be forfeited by a resolution of the 
Board to that effect. Such forfeiture shall include 
All dividends- declared in respect of the forfeited 
shares and not actually paid before the forfeiture. 

■ 33. Entry Of forfeiture in the register.—When 
any share has fee on forfeited under regulation 32, 
An entry of the forfeiture with the date thereof shall 
be made in the register. 

34. Forfeited shares to be property of the Bank 
and may be sold.—Any share so forfeited shall be 
deemed to be the property of the Bank and may be 
sold, reullottted or otherwise disposed of td„- any 
person upon such terms and m such manner as the 
Board may decide. 

35. Power to annual forfeiture.—The Board 
may, .at any time before any share so forfeited under 
Regulation 32 shah have been sold, reallotted or 
otherwise disposed -of, journal the forfeiture upon 
such condition as it may think fit. 

, 36. Shareholder liable to pay money owing at 
the time of- forfeiture and interest.—Any share¬ 
holder whose shares bavte been forfeited shall, not¬ 
withstanding the forfeiture, be liable to pay and 
shall forthwith pity to tire Bank all calls, instal¬ 
ments, interest, expenses and other moneys 
owing upon or in respect of such shares at 
the time of forfeiture with interest thereon from the 
time of forfeiture until payment at such rate as may 
be specified by the Board and theBoard may enforce 
the payment of the'whole or a portion thereof. 

37, Partial payment not to preclude forfeiture.—- 
Neither a judgement nor a decree in favour of 
the -Bank for calls Or other monies due in respect 
of any shares iior any payment or satisfaction there¬ 
under nor file receipt by the Bank of a portion of 
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yuy money which shall be due from any share- 
holder from time to time.in respect of any shares 
either, by way oi principal or interest nor any in¬ 
dulgence granted by the bank in respect oi' payment 
of any money shall preclude the forfeiture or such 
shares under iliese regulations. 

38. Forfeiture of share extinguishes ail claims 
against Hank.—The forfeiture of a share shall in- 
\ oivc extinction, at the time ol the forfeiture, of 
all interest in and all claims and demands against 
the Bank, in respect ot the share and all other 
rights incidental to the share except only such of 
those rights as by these presents expressly waived. 

39., Original shares null and void on sule, re¬ 
issue. re-allotment or disposal oil being forfeited.— 
Upon any sale, re-issue, re-aUotinenL or other dis¬ 
posal under the provisions of the pieceding regula¬ 
tions, the eer-tifieatels), originally issued in. respect 
of the relative shares shall v unless the same shall 
on .demand by the Bank have been previously sur¬ 
rendered to it bytthif demrdor/g member ) stand 
cancelled and become null and void and of no effect, 
the Board, shall be entitled to issue a new certificate 
or certificates in respect of the said shares to the 
person or persons entitled thereto. 

40. Application of forfeiture provisions.—The 
provisions -of these regulations us to the forfeiture 
shall apply in the ease of non-payment of any sum 
w hich by terms of issue of a share become payable 
ar a fixed time, whether on account of nominal 
value of the shares or by wav of premium as if the 
same"had, been payable by virtue of a call duly 
made,. 

41. Lien, cm shares— 

(i) The Bank shall have a lirst and para¬ 
mount lien —x 

(a) on every, share (not being a fully -paid 
share).,-for all moneys (whether pre¬ 
sently payable or not) called, or pay¬ 
able at a fixed time, in respect of that 
share;

fb) on all shares (not being fully-paid 
shares) standing registered in the name 
of a single person, for all moneys pre¬ 
sently payable by him or his estate to 
the Bank. 

(c) upon all the shares registered in the 
name of each person (whether solely 
or jointly with others) and upon the 
proceeds of sale thereof for his debts; 
liabilities and engagements, solely or 
jointly with any other person to or 
with the Bumc. whether the period 
for tlid paymenr. fulfilment, or dis¬ 
charge thereof shall have actually ur- 
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riven! or not and no equitable interest 
in any share shall be recognised by 
the Bank over its lien, 

Prov.ded that the Hoard of Directors may at 
any time declare any share to be wholly 
or in part exempt Lein the provisions of 
this clause. 

( ji) The Bank's lien, if any, on a share shall 
extend to all dividends payable thereon. 

42. Enforcing Lien by Sale of Slrates — 

<i) The Bank, may sell, in such maimer as 
the Board thinks lit, any shares on 
which the Hank lias lien; 

(a) if a sum in respect of which the lien 
exists is presently payable, artl 

< b) after the expiration of fourteen days 
after a notice in writing stating and 
demanding payment of such part of the 
amount in respect of which the lien 
exists as is presently payable, has been 
given to the registered holder for the 
time being of ihe share or the person 
entitled, thereto by reason of his death 
or insolvency. 

(ii) To give effect to any such sule, the Board 
may authorise some officer to transfer 
the shares sold to the purchaser thereof. 

43. Application of proceeds of sule of shares.— 
The net proceeds of any sale ol shares under re¬ 
gulation 42 after deduction of costs of such sale, 
shall be applied in or towards the satisfaction of the 
debt or liability in respect whereof the lien exists 
jo far as the same is presently payable and the 
residue, if any, he paid to the shareholders or the 
person# if any. entitled by transmission to the shares 
so sold. 

44. C unit ante of forfeiture.-—A certificate in 
writing under the hands of any director, or any 
other officer of the Bank duly’ authorised in this 
behalf, that the call in respect of a share was made 
and that the forfeiture of the shar- was made 
by a resolution of the Board to that effect, shall be 
conclusive evidence of the fact stated therein as 
against all persons entitled to such shares. 

45. Title ol purchaser and allottee of forfeited 
share.—The Bank may receive the considera¬ 
tion, if any, given for the share on any 
sale, reallotment or other disposition thereof 
and the person to whom such share is sold, reallot¬ 
ted or disposed of may be registered as the holder 
of the share and shall not be bound to see to 
the application of the consideration, if any, 
nor shall his title to the share he affec¬ 
ted by any irregularity or invalidity in the 
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proceedings in reference to the forfeiture, sale, re- 
allotment-or other disposal of the share and the 
remedy of any person aggrieved by the 
sale shall be in damages only and against the 
Bank exclusively. 

46. Service of a notice or document to share¬ 
holders.^— 

(i) The Bank may serve a notice or a docu¬ 
ment on any shareholder either perso¬ 
nally, or by ordinary post at his regis¬ 
tered address or if he has no registered 
address in India, at the address, if any, 
within India supplied by him to the Bank 
for giving of notice to him.. 

(ii) Where a doe ament or a notice is sent by 
post, the service of such document or 
notice shall be deemed to be effected by 
properly addressing, prepaying and pos¬ 
ting a letter containing the document or 
notice : 

Provided that where a shareholder has inti¬ 
mated to the Bank in advance that docu¬ 
ments should be sent to him under a 
certificate of posting or by registered 
post, with or without acknowledgement 
due and has deposited with the Bank a 
sum sufficient to defray the expenses of 
doing so, service of the document or 
notice shall not be deemed to be effected 
unless it is sent in the manner intimated 
by the shareholder. And such service 
shall be deemed to have been effected in 
the case of a notice of a meeting at the 
expiration of forty eight hours after the 
letter containing the same is posted, and 
in any other case, at the time at which 
the letter would have been delivered in 
the otdinary course of post. 

(iii) A notice or document advertised in a 
newspaper widely circulated in India 
shall be deemed to be duly served on the 
day on which the advertisement appears 
on every shareholder of the Bank who 
has no registered address in India and 
has not supplied to the Bank an address 
within India for giving of notice to him. 

(iv) A notice or document may be served by 

the Bank on the joint holder of a share 
by effecting service on the joint-holder 
named first in the register in respect of 
the .share and notice so given shall be 
sufficient notice to all the holders of the 
said shares. 

(v) A notice or a document may be served 
by the Bank on die persons entitled to a 
anare upon death or in consequence of 
the insolvency of a shareholder by sen¬ 


ding it through post in a prepaid letter 
addressed to them by name, or by the 
title of representatives of the deceased, 
or assignees of the insolvent, or by any 
like description, at the address, if any, 
in India supplied for the purpose by the 
persons, claiming to be so entitled, or 
until such an address has been so sup¬ 
plied, by serving the document in any 
manner in which it might have been 
served if the death or insolvency had not 
occurred. 

(vi) The signature to any notice to be given 
by the Bank may be written or printed. 

CHAPTER-111 

SECURITIES OF THE BANK HELD IN A 
DEPOSITORY 

47. Agreement between a depository and the 
Bank.—-The Bank may enter into an agreement 
with one or more depository to avail of its services 
in respect of securities issued by the Bank. 

48. Agreement between a participant and the 

depository : 

(i) Any participant may enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the depository to act as its 
agent. The depository with whom the 
agreement will be entered into will be 
one whose services the Bank has agreed 
to avail of under Regulation 47. 

(ii) Any shareholder of the bank may through 
the participant enter into an agreement 
with the depository in the form specified 
by such depository for availing its ser¬ 
vices in respect of securities issued by the 
Bank, 

49. Surrender of certificate of security : 

(i) Any shareholder or holder of any secu¬ 
rity of the Bank who has entered into an 
agreement under regulation 48 above, 
shall surrender the certficate of security 
in respect of which he seeks to avail the 
service of a depository to the bank. 

(ii) The Bank on receipt of the certificate of 
security under sub-regulation (i) above, 
shall cancel the certificate of security 
and substitute in record its name of the 
depository ap a registered owner in res¬ 
pect of that security and inform, the de¬ 
pository accordingly. 

(iii) A depository shall, on receipt of infor¬ 
mation under sub-regulation (ii) above, 
enter the name of the person referred to 
in /sub-regulation (i) above, in its re¬ 
cords as the benefic'a) owner. 
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50. Registration of transfer of securities with 
depository.—Every deposit ry shall on receipt of 
intimation to effect transfer Ircm the Bank register 
the transfer of securities in the name cf the trans¬ 
feree. 

51. Option to receive security certificate or to 
hold the security held with a depository : 

(i) Every person subscribing to securities 
offered by the Bank, shall have option 
cither to receive security certificate or 
hold the security with the depository. 

(ii) When a person Opts to hold security 
with the depository the Bank shall inti¬ 
mate such depository details of allotment 
of securities and on receipt of such in¬ 
formation, the depository shall enter in 
its register, name of the allottee as the 
beneficiail owner of that security. 

52. Securities in depository to be in a fungible 
form.—All securities held by, the depository shall 
be dematerialised and shall be in a fungible forrn. 

53. Rights of beneficial owner.—The beneficial 
owner shall be entitled to all the rights and benefits 
and be subjected to all the liabilities in respect of 
his securities held by the depository. 

54. Register of Beneficial Owner : 

(i) Every depository shall maintain a regis¬ 
ter and an index of beneficial owners in 
such form as may be prescribed under 
the Depositories Act, 1996 or by SEBI 
in respect of securities of the bank held 
by the Depository. 

(ii) The depository shall furnish to the Bank 
at such intervals as may be prescribed 
by the Bank, an updated copy of the 
register and index of the beneficial 
owners maintained by it. 

55. Option to opt out in respect of any securities : 

(i) If the beneficial owner seeks to opt out 
from the depository in respect of any 
security, he shall inform the depository 
accordingly. 

(ii) The depository shall on receipt of such 
intimation under sub-regulation (i) 
above make appropriate entries in its re¬ 
cords and shall inform the Bank. 

(iii) The Bank shall within 30 (thirty) days 
of the receipt of intimation from the 
depository and cm fulfilment of such con¬ 
ditions and on payment of such fees as 
may be specified in the SEBT Deposito¬ 
ries & Participants Regulations 1996 
andfor the Depositories Act, 1996 issue 
a certificate of security to the beneficial

CHAPTER IV 

MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS 

56. Notice convening an Annual General Meeting.—-- 

( 1 ) A notice convening an Annual General Meeting ut 
the shareholders signed by the Chairman and Mana¬ 
ging Director or Executive Director or any autho¬ 
rised official of the Bank shall be published at least 
twenty-one clear days before the meeting in no) 
less than two daily newspapers having wide circula¬ 
tion in India. 

(u) Every such notice shall state ihe time, date and 
place of such meeting, and bIso the business that 
shall be transacted at that meeting. 

(iii) The time and date of such meeting shall be as 
specified by the Board. The meeting shall be held 
at tire place of head office of the Bank. 

57. Extraordinary General Meeting.— 

(i) The Chairman & Managing Director or in his ab¬ 
sence the Executive Director of the Bank, or in his 
absence any one of Ihe Directors of the Bank may 
convene ua Extra Ordinary General Meeting of 
shareholders if so directed by the Board or on a 
requisition for such a meeting having been re ¬ 
ceived either from the Ccntial Government or from 
other shareholders holding shares, carrying in the 
agfiiegate, not less than ten per cent of the total 
voting rights of all the shareholders. 

(ii) The requisition referred in sub-regulation (i) shall 

state the purpose for which the Extra Ordinary 
General Meeting is required to be convened, bid 
may consist of several documents in like form each 
signed my one or more of the requisitionists. 

(iii) Where two or more persons hold any shares jointly, 
the requisition or a notice calling a meeting, sign¬ 
ed by one or some of them shall, for the purpos* 
of this regulation have the same force and effect 
as if it had been signed by all of them. 

(iv) The time, date rgid place of the Extra Ordinary 
General kfeeting shall be decided by the Board: 

Provided that the Extra Ordinary General Meeting con¬ 
vened on the requisition by the Central Government or 
other shareholders shall be convened not later than 45 days 
of the receipt of the requisition. 

(v) If the Chairman and Managing Director or in his 
absence the Executive Director, as the case may be, 
docs not convene a meeting as required by sub-regu¬ 
lation (i), within the period stipulated in the pro¬ 
viso to sub-regulation (iv), the meeting may be 
called by tho requisitionist themselves within three 
months from the date of the requisition : 

Provided that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deem¬ 
ed to prevent a meeting duly convened before the expiry of 
the period of three months aforesaid, from being adjourned 
to some day after the expiry of that period. 

(vi) A meeting called undej sub-regulation (v) by ihe 
requlsitionist shall be called in (he same manner, 
as nearly as possible as (hat in which the other 
general meetings are called by the Board. 

58. Quorum of general meeting.-- 

(i) No business shall be tiunsacted at any meeting of 
tho shareholders unless a quorum of at least five 
shareholders entitled to vote at such meeting in 
person are present at the comtiiencmeiit of such 
business. 
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(ii) 'If within half an hour, after the time appointed fot 

the holding of a meeting a quorum is not presonl, 
in the case of a meeting called by a requisition of 
shareholders other than the Central Government, 
the meeting shall stand dissolved. 

(iii) V any other case if within half an hour after the 
time appointed for the holding of a meeting, a 
quotum is not present, the meeting shall stand ad¬ 
journed to the same day in tire next week, at the 
satKt time and place or to such other day and 
such other time and place as the Chairman may 
determine. If at the adjourned meeting a quorum 
is us t present within half an hour from the time 
appomted for holding the meeting, the shareholders 
who are present in person or by proxy or by duly 
autm.rised representative at such adjourned meet¬ 
ing shall be quorum and may transact the business 
foi vhich tlus meeting was called : 


Provided that no annual general meeting shall be adjourned 
to a, date later than the date within which such annum, gene¬ 
ral meeting shall be held in terms of section 10A( 1) of the 
Act : and if adjournment of the meeting to the same day in 
the ! following, week would have this effect, the annual 
general meeting shall not bo adjourned but the business 
Of the meeting shall be commenced w ithin one hour from 
the time appointed for the meeting if the quorum is present 
ot immediately after the expiry of one hour front that time 
aid 1 those shareholders who are present in person or by 
proxy Or by duly authorised representatives at such time 
shall form tnc quorum. 


(iii) Unless a poll is demanded under, sub-regulation (i), 
a declaration by the Chairmun ot the meeting that 
a resolution on show of hands has or has not been 
carried either unanimously or by a particular 
majority and an entry to that effect in the books 
containing the minutes of the proceedings, shall 
be conclusive evidence of the fact, without proof 
of the number cf proportion of the votes cast in 
favour of, or against, such resolution. 

(iv) Before or on Hie declaration of the result of the 

voting on any resolution on a show of hands, a poll 
may be ordered to be taken by the Chairman of the 
meeting of his own motion, and shall be ordered 
to be taken by him on a demand made in that 
behalf by any share Holder or shareholders present 
in person or by p. oxy andi holding shares in the 
Bank which confer a power to vote on the resolution’ 
not being less than one fifth of the total voting 
power in respect of the resolution. , 

(v) The demand for a poll may be withdrawn at any 
time by the person or persons who made the de¬ 
mand. 

(vi) A poll demanded on a question of adjournment of 
election of Chairman of the meeting shall be taken 
forthwith. 

(vii) A poll demanded on arty other question shall.be 
taken at such time not being later than forty eight 
hours from the time when the demand was -made, 
as the Chairman of the meeting may direct. 


J9., Chairman at general meeting.— 

(i) The Chairman and Managing Director or in his ab¬ 
sence, the Executive Director or in his absence such 
one of the directors as may he generally or in reln- 
lion to a particular meeting bo authorised by the 
Chahman and Managing Director or in his absence, 
the> Executive Director in this behalf, shall be the 
Chairman of the meeting and If the Chairman and 
Managing Director or the Executive Director or 
any other director authorised in this behalf is not 
present, the meeting may elect any other director 
present to be the Chairman of the meeting. 

(|ii) The chairman of the general meeting shall regulate 
the procedure at general meetings and in particular 
shall have power to decide ihe order in which the 
shareholders may address the meeting to fix a time 
limit for speeches, to apply the closure, when in 
his opinion, any matter hatf been sufficiently discus¬ 
sed and to adjourn the meeting. 

fiff. Persons entitled to attend general meeting.— 

(if All directors and all shareholders of the Bank shall, 
subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (ii), be 
entitled to attend a general meeting. 

(|ii) A shareholders (not being the Central Government) 
or a Director, attending a general meeting shall 
toj the purpose of identification and to determine 
his voting rights, be required to sign and deliver 
to the Bank a form, to be specified by the Chairman 
containing particulars relating to— 

(a) his full name and registered address; 

|(b) the distinctive number o| his shares; 

(c) whether he is entitled to vote and the number of 
votes to which he r s entitled in person or by proxy 
or a duly authorised representatives. 


f»l Voting at general meetings.— 

(i) At my general meeting, a resolution put to the vote 
of the meeting shall, unless a poll is demanded be 
decided on a show of hands. 

(I!) Save as otherwise provided in the Act every matter 
submitted to general meeting shall be decided by 
a majority of votes. 


(viii) The decision of the Chairman of the meeting as to 
the qualification of any person to vote, and also in 
the case of poll, as to the number of votes any 
person is competent to exercise shall be final, 

62. Minutes of general meeting.— 

(Y) The Bank shall cause the minutes of all proceedings 
to be maintained in the bookB kept for the purpose. 

(ii) Any such minutes, if purporting to be sigDed by (he 
Chairman of the meeting at which the proceedings 
were held or by the Chairman of the next succeed¬ 
ing meeting, shall be evidence of the proceedings. 

(iii) Until the contrary is proved, every general meeting 
in respect of the proceedings hereof minutes have 
been so made shall be deemed to have been duly 
called and held, and all proceedings bey thereat 
to have been duly held, 

CHAPTER V 

ELECTION OF DIRECTOR 

63. Directors to be elected at general meeting.— 

(i) A director under clause (i) of sills-section (3)' of 
Section 9 of the Act shall be elected by the share¬ 
holders on the register; other than the Central 
Government from amorjgst themselves In the general 
meeting of the Bank. 

(ii) Where an election of a director is to be held at any 
general meeting the notice thereof shall be included 
in the notice convening the meeting. Every such 
notice shall specify the number of directors to be 
elected and the particulars of Vacancies in respect 
of which the election is to be held, 

64. List of shareholder.— 

(i) For the purpose of election of a director-under sub¬ 

regulation (i) of Regulation 6) of these, regulations, 
a list shall be prepared of shareholders on the 
register by whom the director is to be elected. 

(ii) The list shall contain the names of, the shareholders, 

their registered addresses, the number and denot¬ 
ing numbers of shares held .by them.

place and copies of the list 'hall be available for

67. Election disputes.— 

(i) If anv doubt or diunutc shrill arise as to the quali¬ 
fication or disqualification of a person, deemed or

(iii) The committee referred to in sub-regulation (ii) shall 
make such enquiry as it deems necessary and if it

CHAPTER \T 

VOTING RIGHTS OF SHAREHOLDERS 

68. Determination of voting rights,— 

(i) Subject to the provisions contained in section 3(2E) 
of the Act, each shareho'der who has been regis¬ 
tered as a shareholder on the date of closure of the 
register prior to the d ,te of a general meeting 
shall, at such meeting, have one vote on show of 
hands and in case of a poll shall have one vote 
for each share held by him. 

(ii) Subject to the provisions contained in Section 3(2E) 

of the Act, every shareholder entitled to vote as 
aforesaid who, not being a company, Is present In 
person or by proxy or who being a company is 
present by a duly authorised representatives, Or by 
poxy shall have one vote on a show of haniJs and 
in case of a poU shall have one vote for each 
share held by him as stated hereinabove in sub- 
regulation (i). 

Explanation—For this Chapter “Company" means any body 
corporate. 

(iii) Shareholders of the Bank entitled to attend and vote 

at a general meeting shall be entitled to appoint 
another person (whether a shareholder or pot) as 
his proxy to attend and vote instead of himself: 
but a proxy so appointed shall not have any 
right to speak at the meeting. 

69. Voling by duly authorised representative.— 

(i) A shareholder, being ihe Central Government or a 
company, may by a resolution, as the case may be, 
authorise any of its officials or any other person to 
act as its representative at any general meeting of 
the shareholders and the nerson so authorised (re¬ 
ferred to as a "duly authorised representative" in 
these regulations) shall be entitled do exercise the 
same powers on behalf of the Central Government 
or compnnv v/hic^ he represents, as if he were an 
individual shareholder of the "Bank. The authori¬ 
sation so given mnv be in favour of two persons 
in the alternative and in such a case anjt one of 
su-h nersons may act rs the duly authorised repre¬ 
sentative of the Central ^-e-nment/Company. 

(Ii) No person shall attend or vole at anv meedne of fh- 
shareboWcrs of the Bank as the duly authorised 
representative of a company unless a copy of the 
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re.solui.ion appointing him as a duly authorised repre¬ 
sentative certified to be a true copy by the Chairman 
of the meeting at which it was passed shall have 
been deposited at the head office of the Bank not 
less than four days before the date fixed for the 
meeting. 

70. Proxies..— 

(i ) No instrument of proxy shall be valid unless, in the 
case of an individual shareholder, it is signed by 
him or by his attorney duly authorised in writing, 
or in the case of joint holders, it is signed by the 
shareholder first named in the register or his at¬ 
torney duly authorised in writing of in the case 
of the body corporate signed by its officer or an 
attorney duly authorised in writing : 

Provided that an instrument of proxy shall he sufficiently 
signed by any shareholder, who is, for any reason, unable 
ro write his name, if his mark is affixed thereto and attested 
by n Judge, Magistrate, Registrar or Sub-Registrar of Assu- 
lances or other Government Gazetted Officer or an Officer 
of the Bank. 

(iil No proxy shall be valid unless it is duly stamped 
and a copy thereof deposited at the Head Office of 
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the Bank not less than, four days before 
the date fixed for the meeting, together 
with the power of attorney or other autho¬ 
rity (if any) under which it is signed or a copy of 
that power of attorney or other authority certified 
as a true copy by a Notary Public or a-Magistrate 
unless such a power of attorney or the other autho¬ 
rity is previously deposited and registered with 
the Ban!.. 

(iii) No instrument of proxy shall be valid unless it is in 
form “B". 

(iv) An intestrumem of proxq deposited with the Bank 
shall be irrevocable and final. 

(v) In the case of an instrument of proxy granted in 
favour of two grantees in the alternative, not more 
than one form shall be executed. 

(vi) The grantor of an instrument of proxy under this 
regulation shall not be entitled to vote in person at 
the meeting to which such instrument relates. 

(vii) No person shall be appointed as duly authorised 
representative or a proxy who is an officer or an 
employee of the Bank.

G.S.R. 145.—In exercise ot the powers conferred by the 
proviso to ai tide 309 of (lie Constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of External Affairs, ,Senior Analyst (Work 
Stud>) Recruitment Rules, 1973 -except as respects things 
done O" om.lted to be done before such supersession, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Senior Analyst In 
the Ministry or External Affairs, namely 

1 . Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of External Affairs, Senior Analyst (Work 
Study) Recruitment Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall cjine into force on the dale of their pub- 
I lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number eliissihcation end scale of pay.—The number 
of post cla-sification thereof and the scale of pay attached 
thereto ahull be ns specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of leciuilment, age j*mit, qualifications. etc.— 
l'lie method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qua¬ 
lifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 
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. 4. Disqualification.—No perron,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

ti person having a spouse living ; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered fnto or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall he eligible for appointment to service : 

Provided that Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applic¬ 
able to such person and fit® other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any pdjnton 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so, it may, 
hy order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and In con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Sendee Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any claSs 
or category of persons. 

•6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided fpr the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes. Other Backward Castes 
and other special allegories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
